The  Espalier  type  of  fruit  tree  is  held  grown  in  the  vicinity  of  Portland,  Oregon, 
by  the  United  States  Espalier  Nursery,  Inc.  They  are  hardy  and  adaptable  to  a  wide 
variety  of  soils  and  will  do  well  in  all  localities  where  other  fruit  trees  are  grown. 
A  wall,  trellis,  building,  or  pergola  can  be  shown  off  to  no  better  advantage  than 
with  Espaliers  planted  against  it.  Many  homes  are  creating  arbors  and  outdoor 
living  rooms,  for  which  the  true  Espalier  is  used  in  the  formation  of  walls.  When 
in  bloom,  they  present  a  gorgeous  array  of  lovely  blossoms. 

The  fruit  is  actually  richer  in  flavor  and  juicier  than  the  same  varieties  grown  on 
standard  trees.

of  trial  along  the  lines  of  accli¬ 
matization,  the  United  States 
Espalier  Nursery,  Inc.,  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  establishing  Espaliers 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  from 
which  center  they  can  be  dis¬ 
tributed  to  all  parts  of  the 
United  States. 

Starting  with  scions  of  one 
of  the  select  varieties  from 
which  genuine  Espalier  trees 
can  be  produced,  it  takes  from 
seven  to  eight  years  of  propaga¬ 
tion  to  produce  scions  adapt¬ 
able  to  Espalier  training.  These 
shoots  are  grown,  then,  not  on 
the  root  stocks  used  for  most 
standard  fruit  varieties,  but  on 
roots  of  an  entirely  different 
character,  giving  an  exception¬ 
ally  strong  root  foundation.  The 
combination  develops  not  only 
the  tendency  to  produce  fruit 
while  the  tree  is  very  young, 
but  fruit  that  is  large  in  size, 
better  in  color,  with  a  superior 
flavor  and  a  meat  structure  of 
fine  quality. 

Espaliers  will  appeal  to  grow¬ 
ers  who  like  to  care  for  their 
own  gardens  as  well  as  to  own¬ 
ers  of  large  estates  where  pro¬ 
fessional  gardeners  are  in  charge. 
Complete  instructions  and  illus¬ 
trations  concerning  the  care  of 
Espalier  fruit  trees  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  free  of  charge  to  all  pur¬ 
chasers  of  our  trees.

Apples 

ALLINGTON  PEPPING:  A  late 
medium-large,  striped  red  and  yel¬ 
low  apple.  Excellent  for  dessert. 

GRAVENSTE1N:  A  large  attractive 
orange-yellow  apple  overlaid  with 
stripes  of  red.  Early. 

ANANAS :  A  late  medium  large  golden 
yellow  apple  of  fine  flavor. 

CLEAR  or  YELLOW  TRANSPAR¬ 
ENT  :  A  very  early  medium  large, 
pale  yellow  apple.  Abundant  bearer. 

SPITZENBERG:  Medium  to  large 
fruit,  deep  red,  flesh  yellow,  crisp, 
subacid  and  highly  flavored. 

JONATHAN:  Medium  large.  Tree 
very  beautiful.  Fruit  yellow,  cov¬ 
ered  with  lively  yellow  patches.  A 
late  apple. 

CANADA  RENETTE:  Large  lemon- 
yellow  with  red  splashes.  Flesh 
firm,  rich,  juicy  and  finely  flavored. 
Good  bearer.  A  late  apple. 

MONTROSE:  A  large  apple,  red 
striped,  heavy  bearer.  November. 


GOLDENJDELICIOUS :  Golden  yel¬ 
low  apple  of  the  delicious  variety. 

BERNER  ROSE:  A  medium  large, 
deep  red  and  very  sweet  apple. 
Heavy  bearer.  Nov.,  Dec. 

ROME  BEAUTY:  Smooth,  round 
apple,  looks  like  the  Gravenstein 
but  with  more  color.  A  fall  apple, 
white  meat  of  fine  flavor. 

Pears 

PASTOREN :  A  late  pear  with  excel¬ 
lent  fruit.  Large,  lemon-yellow,  with 
soft  blush.  Am  excellent  keeper, 
fine  grained  and  juicy. 

GELLERT  BUTTER  PEAR:  An 

early  fall  pear,  large  lemon-yellow 
overspread  with  cinnamon  russet. 
Very  juicy  and  sweet. 

WILLIAM’S  BUTTER  PEAR:  Simi¬ 
lar  to  the  Bartlett.  Large  fine  fruit 
but  without  the  musky  flavor  of  the 
Bartlett.  Rich  yellow  with  faint 
blush  on  exposed  cheek.  Delicious 
flavor.  Early  fall. 

TREVOUX:  A  large  lemon-yellow^ 
early  pear. 


Plums  and  Prunes 

FOREST  ROSE:  Large  round  fruit. 
Beautiful  dark  red.  August. 

A  few  other  varieties  of  very 
limited  number. 

EARLY  ZIMMERS:  Medium  large 
fruit.  Yellow  flesh,  skin  purple  blue. 
Free  stone.  Ripening  season:  Aug. 

REINE  CLAUDE:  Large  delicious 
fruit.  Dark  purple.  August. 

KIRKE:  I  mrge,  crimson-violet.  Rich 
flavor.  August. 

ITALIAN  PRUNE:  A  fine  late  prune. 
Oval,  purple  fruit.  Juicy  and  very 
productive.  Delicious.  September. 

Cherries 

OSTHEIMER  WEICHSEL:  A  hardy 
cherry.  Fruit  large,  skin  deep  red 
turning  to  dark  red  at  maturity. 
Classed  as  a  sour  cherry,  it  is  much 
sweeter  and  juicier  than  the  ordi¬ 
nary  pie  cherry.  Lhisurpassed  for 
jam,  jelly  or  pie.  Will  not  split  in 
rainy  weather.  July. 

LOT :  Very  similar  to  the  Ostheimer 
Weichsel,  but  ripening  a  little  later.
